But as the maners of nien are in theſe 
dapes, the courſe of the woꝛld is come to 
this point, that there is nothing among 
vs either ol greater p2ice , oz of ſmaller 
pꝛayſe than charitie, and therefoꝛe it is 
a Very neceſlarie queſtion to be deter⸗ 

mined of thoſs which are ty2zannous 
Pꝛinces, and cruell to their ſubieas, as 
fo their ſoules, to their bodies, to the 
church of God, to their comon wealth, 
to their owne kingdome, may lawfully 


be reſiſted foz the benefite of the church 
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An Apologie tor 
of Chꝛiſt, x fo2 the encreaſe of the ſame. 
ut betauſe that either the craftte dea⸗ 
lung of tyꝛants is ſuch, oꝛ the ſimplicitie 
of the ſubiecs ſo much, that the one is 
not knowen befo2g he baue ſpopled his 
eople , and the other perceiueth it not 
— they be bꝛought to pꝛeſent daun⸗ 
ger, and into ſuch narrowe ſtreights, as 
that they are cõpelled to craue the aide 
of other Pꝛinces: The queſtion is de⸗ 
maunded, whether it be lawful foz other 
P2inces adiopning, to ſend them ayde, 
they either defending their religien, oz 
their common Health, oz the kingdome 
of Ch2ilt,o2 their owne countrey Ma- 
ny there are which thinke it lawekull, 
whoſe couctous minde is luch, as they 
thinke by apding the to encreaſe great⸗ 
ly their owne ſubſtance, Foz fo did the 
Romanes, ſo did Alexander the great, 
and many other, which vnder the p2e- 
tence of erpugning the ccuell dealings 
of tyꝛantes, haue often enlarged their 
obone ltnings. And we haue (ene but 
of late dapes, and cxample hereof in 
Heary the ſccond, king of Fraunce, 
who viider a pꝛetence of difcnding the 
pꝛoteſtãts, and reducing them krom ſer⸗ 
uitude

uitude into libertie , and to pꝛeſerue the 
P2inces of the Empire, made warre as 
gainſt Charles the fift , But if at any 
time it happen, that either the gaine is 


{mall oz the daunger great, then we ſee 


many P2inces content to make it a 
great queſtion, and to diſpute doubtfully 
whether it belawfall oz no. And as the 
one doth couer his ambition and deſire 
of gaine vnder the cloke of pietie, ſo tho 
other doth pꝛetende iuſtice and equitie 
fo2 his excuſe, when as in derde neither 
pietie doth depart the one, noz iuſtice 
detaine the other, both of which vertues, 
02 rather diuine qualities, ſecking alto- 
gether thoſe things which map benellte 
their Chuſtian bꝛethꝛen, and the church 
of Chꝛiſt. Therekoꝛe let vs firſt enquire 
in the tauſe of religion, what pietie and 
iuſtice do exhozte vs vnto. It is mani⸗ 
feſt that the church of God is one, that 
Chꝛiſt is the head of the church, whoſs 
members are ſo knitte and iopned toge⸗ 
ther, that the leaſt of them cannot ſuf- 
fer violence, but that the whole muſk 
alſo greeue and ſozrowe with it, and 
therefo:e the church is compared to a 
bodie. The bodie doth periſh many 
A3 times

times by a wound receined, not only in 
the arme oꝛ in the thigh, but euen in the 
leaſt member thereof . And therefoze it 
is in vaine foza man to ſay that he is 
carcfull foz the church of Chziſt , when 
as he ſuffercth her to be rent aſunder, 
and be tozne in pieses , in whoſe power 
it is to ſane her. Furthermoze , the 
church of Chꝛiſt is compared to a buil- 
ding, anda building ik it be vndermi- 
ned in any place, it talleth to the groũd: 
a building in what ioynte o2 tenant ſo⸗ 
euer the fire cõmeth, itis wholp in daun⸗ 
ger: and therefoze he map well be lau⸗ 
ghed at, who becauſe he dwelleth in the 
ſellar, 02 ſome lower part ofthe houſe, 
hath no care to remoue the fire from the 
toppe of the houſe : cz when the enemy 
vndermineth one part, hath no regarde 
of it, becauſe he dwelleth on the other 
ſide. Moꝛeouer, the church of Chꝛiſt is 
compared to a ſhip , but a ſhip being in 
daunger vpon the fea, is wholy in daũ⸗ 
ger , that if one parte bee bzoken , the 
whole periſheth , And thercfoze they 


which are in the foze part, arc as ſafe as 
they which are in the hi parte , and 
they are as ſafe which are in the toppe, 
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riſtian Souldiours, 
as they which are vnder the hatches: (a 
that it is verified in a common pꝛouerbe 
among vs, that they which are in the 
ſelfe ſame daunger,are ſaied to be in the 
ſame ſhip together, Do that he which is 
not moued with griefe of the bodie, noz 
with the burning ofthe houſe,noz with 
the toſſing of the ſhippe , giueth out a 
plaine argument , that hs ts not of the 
ſame bodie, that he is not of the ſame 
houſholde, and familie of Ch2ilt,that he 
is not in the ſame arke oꝛ ſhip, which is 
the church. But he which is moued, al- 
though it be neuer (o little, he muſt as 
well b2ing apde to aiflicted members of 
the church. as co him lelle, becauſe in the 
church ol Chꝛiſt we are all one. And it 
is our bounden dutie, that euery man 
ſhould aide as much as in him lieth, and 
ſo much the moze, by how much he hath 
receiued riches at the handes ok God, 
which are not giuen him fo; his owne 
polleſſion onelp. but alſo to be beſtowed 
zen, being members 
g as they haue neede, 
This church as it is one, ſo is it com- 
mitted and cdmended to the patronage 
of all Chlltianpzinces whatſoeuer, fo; 
A 4 becauſs 
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An Apologie for 
betauſe it is not ſo ſafe to committe the 
vntuerſall church to one , & it is againſt 
the vnitie thereof to commit to euerit 
one a piece, therefoze it pleaſed God to 
commit the vntuerſall Church to euerie 
one , and cuerte part thereof to the vnt- 
uerſall defence of al. And this he did, not 
onely that we ſhould dekende it, but alſo 
that we ſhould encreaſe it. And there⸗ 


foze if the Germaine Pꝛinces do dekend 


the church of Chꝛiſt in Ger maͤnie, 02 
the Pꝛince of England in England, e 
doth not apde the churches alſo in other 
countries, but doth ſuffer them to be op⸗ 
pꝛeſſed 4 deſolate, they map be thought 
to haue foꝛſakt the church: foz the ſpouſe 
ol Chꝛiſt is one, which if ſhe be violated 
and defiled, all Pꝛinces muſt ſet to their 


helping hand to deliuer her. The reſto⸗ 


ring of this vniuer all church being ak⸗ 
flicteb in part, as it is the dutie of euerie 
pꝛiuate man, with moſt earnelt pꝛaper 
to deſire at Gods hand, ſo it is the dutie 
of Magiſtrats by their powers, by their 
alliſtance, by all meanes they can, to 
raiſe her vp being fallen, & to ſet her in 
the pꝛoſperitie ſhe was befoze. There 


is not one church of the Epheſians, and 


another

another of the Coloſſians, and of the 


relt : but all theſe are parts of the vnt- 


uerſall church, and the vmuerſal church 
is the kingdome of Chꝛiſt, which kings 
and pꝛinces, and magiſtrates ought to 


1. enlarge, pꝛopagate, 4 amplifle, againſt 


all enemies and aduerſaries of the ſame, 
and fo; this cauſe was there one onely 
temple among the Jewes, built by Sa- 
lomon, which did repꝛeſent the vnitie 
of the Church: that builder might be 
called a fooliſh builder, which making 
one part of his houſe windtight x was 
tertiaht , doth ſuffer an other to let in 
the rayne and the winter. So likewiſe 
all Chziſtian kings, when thep are ad- 
mitted to the crowne, they receine the 
worde cxp2elſcly vpon this condition, 
that they thall defende and mainteine 
the Catholike and vniuerſall Church, 
the which (wo2de when thep haue ta⸗ 
ken into their handes , they ſhake it to 
the Caff and fo the Mleſt, and to the 
Noꝛth, and to the South, and to all 
quarters and climates of the wozlde. 
Nowe when they take vpon them the 
patronage and p2otection of the church, 
they vnder tand no doubt the true, and

not the falſe church, and in her defence 
they ought to implop all their induſtrie, 
fozce and ſtrength. Ok this we haue ex⸗ 
amples in godly pꝛinces, that it hath al- 
wayes ben obſerued . Jn the time ob 
Ezechias the king of Iuda, the king» | 
dome of Iſrael was in ſeruitude to the 
king of the Aflyrians, even from the 
time of Olea the king. TWherefoze if 
that onely church of God, which was in 
the kingdome of luda, and not the vni⸗ 
uerſall Church was committed to Eze- 
chias, and that he had authoꝛitie to de- 
fend the Church, no farther than he had 
to commande tribute, ſurelp Ezechias 
eſpecially in thoſe times, in which the 
Aſſyriãs were maſters ouer the whole 
wo2lde , woulde haue kept him ſelfe 
within the limittes of the kingdome of 
luda, But we reade that he did inuite 
by meſſengers, the whole people of Fſ- 
rael, the (ubies of the king of Aſſyria, 
to celebꝛate the paſſeouer in Jeruſale, 
and that he did apde the godly men in 
Iſrael, in bzcaking downe the highe 
places, and ſpopling the powers of E- 


2. Reg. 22. phraim and Manaſles, t others, which 
2.Chr. 34. were in ſubiection to the Aſlyrians. 
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Me reade alſo of Ioſias the godly king, 
that he did purge not onely his owne 
kingdome,but alſo the kingdome of J\- 
racl,ſubiec to the king of Aſlyria , from 
the woꝛſhipping of Idols. So p where 
the cauſe of the gloꝛie of God, and of the 
kingdome of Chzilk is touched no Its 
mits and bounds ought to abate and 
quench the zeale of god and godlie pꝛin⸗ 
ces, But if the fo2ce of their enemies 
be great, let them vnderſtand by the ex- 
amples of theſe kings, which did truly 
ſerue the Lozde , that they map not oz 
neede not feare any, Theſe examples of 
godly P2inces many Chziſtian kings 
haue followed , whereby the Church 
which was oncly within the limits of 
the lande Paleſtine, hath been, and is 
ſp:edds thꝛoughout the whole wozlde. 
Conſtantine and Licinius, were both 
Emperours, the one of the Eaſt, the o⸗ 
ther of the Met, they were kellowes of 
like and equall authoꝛitie. Jt is a pꝛo- 
uerbe, that thoſe which are equall, haus 
no iurildiction the one ouer the other. 
Neuertheleſle, Conſtantine when he 
ſawe Licinius vnder the pꝛetente of re⸗ 


ligion, vering e killing the ue 
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We muſt he pꝛotlaimeth warre againſt him, and 
eade this by fozce of armes, ſetteth vp the free ſer- 


iduiſedly, uicę of God to the Chꝛiſtians: and in 
hecauſe we the ende Licinius bzcaking his league 
nay notby which he had made with him, and re⸗ 
he worde turning to his fozmer crueltie, he cauſed 


I God re- him to be put to death at Iheſſalonica. 
ſt our own This did Conſtantine the great, whoſe 
rince it he godlineſſe.is ſo much celebꝛated and ſet 


e wicked, out by the Thyfttans in thoſe times, 


that they ſatd it might very well agres 
to him, which was pꝛopheſied by Elaieß 
PMꝛophet, that kings ſheuld be nurſing 
fathers, and Qucenes nurüng mothers 
to the church. UWaihen he was dead, the 
Romaine Empire was deuided among 
his ſonnes , that they chouid all rule e- 
qually, among which Conltans bid fa- 
uour the Chꝛiſtians, and Conſtantius 
the Artrians, which allo bꝛoue out of A- 
lexandria Athanaſius, an enemp to the 
Arrians. If there were any account to 
be made of limits and bounds, it were 
molt cſpecially betweenc b2others : nes 
uerthelelle Conſtans thꝛeatneth his 
bꝛother, that vnleſſe he reſtoze Athana- 
ſius into his place againe, hee woulde 

come with fozcg of armes againſt him. 
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Af Conſtans doubted not to do this on- 
ly fo2 reſtoꝛing of one Bichop, may it 
not moꝛe rightly be done, when a great 
part of the people is oppꝛeſſed, when 
they humbly require ayde , and deſire 
that they may kerpe their religion a- 
mong thein, the nobles of their countrep 
being chiefe authours in this requeſt. 
So I heodoſius, being per ſuaded by a 
Biſhop ot Aſia, toke vp armes againſt 
Cheſroem king of the Perſians, that 
thereby he might reſcue the Chꝛiſtians, 
( being all pztuate men) which were 
veredin the cauſe of religid. The which 
thing thcſe gouly P2inces which made 
ſo many lawes , and had fuch ſpectall 
care of Juſtice and equitie, would ne⸗ 
uer haue done, if they had thought oz 
iudged, that they had entred into the li- 
mits, oꝛ gone about to bꝛeake the lawes 
of their Pꝛinces in ſo doing. To what 
end were ſo many expeditions of Chzi⸗ 
ſtian Pꝛinces into Syria, againſt the 
Saracens, lo what ende were ſo many 
taxes rearcd, ſummes of money leuied, 
ſuch Warre p2oclatmed againſt the 
Turkes, and lo many fozces crected a- 
gainſt them, i; it had not been lawful 7 
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An Apologie for 
all Chziſtian Painces , euen foz thoſe 
Which dwell fartheſt off, to deliuer the 
church of God from tyꝛannie, and from 
the poke of (eruitude, And by what ar- 
guments and reaſons were they vrged, 
and ſtirred to take this warre in hande, 
but onely becauſe the church of Chꝛiſt 
is one, becauſe Chꝛiſt him ſelfe had cited 
all able men to take weapon , becauſe 
that common daungers were to be cut 
off by common ayde, all which do verie 
well agree to this cauſe we haue in 
bande, So that if it were lawfull foz 
them againſt Mahomer, and not onely 
lawfull,but alſo that rewards were gi- 
uen to them which did willingly taks 
armes, and puniſhment to thoſe which 
did detract the ſame, why may we not 
do the like againſt p enemies of Chꝛiſt: 

And ik we may do it againſt the Greci- 

ans beſteging of Troy, why may ws 
not do it againſt Sinon, which by ſet- 

ting cities and houſes on kyꝛe, doth rob 
and ſpople. To conclude, il it be a godly 
acte, to deliuer the Chꝛiſtians from bo⸗ 
dily ſeruitude, (foꝛ the Turkes compell 
no man) is it not much moꝛe acceptas 
ble in the ſight of God, to deliuer their 
; ſoules 
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fonles from the lanerie of Sathan, to 
place them in the cleare light of the 
Goſpel : and theſe ſomany examples of 
godly ÞP2inces,may be vnto vs in ſteede 
ofa lawe. But nowe let vs hcerewhat 
Cod by the mouth of his Pꝛophets doth 
denounce againſt thoſe, which either do 
not pꝛemote the inſtauration of his 
church,oz make no account of the great 
affliction thereof, The Gadits and the 
Rubenites, and the halfe tribe of Ma- 


naſſes, do demaunde of Moſes , that hee Num. 32. | 
would giue vnto them and their fami- 


Ip, their poꝛtion, on this ſide cf Iordan: 
and Moles gane it them, but vpon this 
condition, that they Would not onelp 
helpe their bꝛethꝛen the Iſraelites, in 
obteining of the lande of C hanaan, but 
alſo becauſe they had firſt recetued their 
po2tton, they ſhould go befoze them, and 
place them ſelues in the firſt ray : but if 
they would not, then he would nn 
them , and compare them vnto 

which were indgedrebels at Cadeſbar- 
nea. Fo: ( ſaith he) ſhall your bzcthzen 
make warre, and ſhall you lye at peace, 
nay rather pe (hall come cucr Iordane, 
neither ſhall you go backe to ycur chil- 
dzen, 
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An Apologie for 
dꝛen, befoze the Loꝛd hath dzinen out 
his enemies befoꝛe his face, and hauc gi⸗ 
uen reſt vnto pour bzethzen as vnto 
pou : then ſhall pe be founde innocent 
befoze the Lozd, and befoze Iſrael : and 
thoſe to whome the Lo2d bath ginen 
ſuch a benefite , as to haue their poztton 
firft,thoſc he wil lape great puniſhment 
vpon, vnleſſe they helpe their bꝛetden, 
bnleſſe they be partakers of their la⸗ 
bours, and go befoze them into the land 
of Chanaan. Likewiſe when the men 
of Nepthali,and the men of Zabulon, 
Debora being their Captain) did take 
armes againſt Iaben, being a tpꝛaunt, 
and the tribe of Ruben did ſpoꝛt and 
delight him ſelfe with his pipe among 
the heards of cattle , which ſhould haue 
beene fozemoſt , and firſt baue armed 
him lelfe: Galcad thought him ſelfe 
lafe, the riuer being betwerne him and 
his enemies: Dan baaſted that he was 
maſter of the ſea : Aſher put his truſt in 
the ruggedneſſe of the rocke: the ſpirit 
of the Loꝛd ſpeaking by the mouth of 
the Pꝛopheteſſe, condemned them all : 
curſe pe Meroz ſatth the Xnacl of the 
Tod, curſe the inhabitantes thercof, 
becauſe

Molt wickedly did the — 
which did not only reioyce with Gedon 
and lepthe, hauing gotten the vicozte, 
but alſo did enuie them: and when ther 
were in daungers did fozſake them, 
Wickedly did the Ilraelites. which tri⸗ 
ed out to Dauid when he had the vico- 
rie, behold we are thy bones and thy 
lech, which befoze when he was dziuen 
into narrow ſtreights, ſaid, we haue no 
part with Dauid, noz in the ſonne of 
Ihaie.UWiickedly do all thoſe which be⸗ 
ing Chziſtians only in ſhewe and pꝛo⸗ 
feſion , are content to bee pzeſent at 
the ſpirituall banket „ but teiuſe to 
taſte of the cuppe of bitterneſſe together 
with theu bzethzen 4 which content to 
ſake fo their (aluation in the church, 
not withſtanding they baue no re⸗ 
garde of the ſafetie and welfare, either 
of the Church oꝛ of the members there⸗ 
of. And tarther allo thep are content to 
acknowledge one God fe2 their father, 
one Chailt foz their ede mer, one holy 
&holt fo their ſanctifier.and pzelcruer, 
one houſe and fainitlie of the faithfull 
ans miſt icall bong Fah N 
ucrthcleſſs 
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tierthelefſc they do not bꝛing their arde 


vnto Chꝛiſt being afflicted in his mem 
bers, no2 ſende their ſacconr to their 
pooze b2ethze in their extremities. This 
bngodlincfle is great, and what punilhs 
ment is neceſſarie foꝛ ſuch as offende in 
this point? Moſes compareth thole 
which fozſake their bꝛethꝛen in their 
daungers, to thoſe rebels of Cade! bar- 
nea, whercof not one centred into the 
lande ol Chanaan, accoꝛding to the coũ⸗ 
ſell of God. And let thoſe men ſake fog 
no plate in the heanenly Chanaan, 
which are not deſirous fo ſucronr Chꝛiſt 
him ſelfe beeing both miſerably afflicted, 
and alſo flaine againe encrie day almoſt 
a thouſand times. Chzilt him ſelfe vt- 
terly codemned thoſe which did not re- 
ceine him when he was a ſtraunger, 
which did not cheriſh him when he was 
colde, and did not clothe him when he 
was naked , which did not ſuccour him 
when he was pooze , and lactlp, which 
did not endetiour to ſet him free when 
be was a captiie. Therckoꝛe thoſe cans 
not thinke but that eternall fire is pꝛe- 
pared foꝛ them, which euerp dap both 
lx t heare theſe things with their eyes 
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and eares, and are not moued, ſo that 
we map lay iuſtly, it wilbe eaſier foz 
any Infidell at the day of iudgement, 
then fo2 them. Foz let vs reaſon thus: 
did the Jewes only cruciſie Chʒiſt, and 
the Scribes and Phariſies z Did the 
Ethniks only perſecute Chzilt , and the 


Taurkes, and certaine Chziftians, in his 


members? The Jewes did beleeue and 
pꝛofeſle that he was a decetuer;the Eth⸗ 
nickes that he was an euill perſon, the 
Turkes that he was an infidell : all o⸗ 
ther, that he was an heretick. And ther⸗ 
foe, if we reſpec their minde and ins 
tent whereby al offences are to be mea⸗ 
ſured, they perlecuting thole whome 
they thought to be wicked, impious, and 
bngodly, it doth appeare, that in the 
pꝛoper ſcnſe they did not lay Chzill the

ſetute Chziſt, and thoſe do trulie ape

of God, the Mellias and Sauiour of the 
world. Finally, he that doth not deliger 


a man from daunger when it lieth in 
bis power to doe it, he is guiltie of his 
death, 
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death, as much as he which marthered 
him: Quia enim noluit opt ferre, vo- 
luit occ1di,fo2 , becauſe he would not 
3 him, he would haue him llaine, & 

ſuch crimes the will is ſpectally to be 
reſpected , But the offence of Chꝛiſtian 
Pꝛinces which do not helpe the afflicted 
in the cauſe cf religion, is the greater:by 
howe much the nber is greater which 
are ſlaine, and by howe much the mat- 
ter is moze hepnous to kill a bzother 
than to kill an other, to lay a god man 


than to flay a thefe, to lay an innocent 


man, then to lay an hereticke , to lay 

by deceit than to flap by ignozance, 
But concerning thoſe which ſend not 
their apde, to the afflicted by tyꝛants, oz 
ſet not to their helping hand with thoſe 
which take vpon them the defence ofthe 
commõ wealth, let vs alſo diſpute what 
may be determined. The league be- 
tweene them is not ſo freight as the o⸗ 
ther, noz the manner of aiding ſo pꝛe⸗ 
ciſely commaynded : when as the cauſe 
of the Church is not handled , which 1s 
one among all, and which being one is 
vninerſally committed to all: but the 
cauſe of the chmmon wealth ts decided, 
B 3 which 
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which is one in one couatrey, and anos 
ther in an other, which is to be defended 
by the men 4 power of hir owne coun- 
tre. But(Caith Ch2ilt)the Jewe is not 
onelp neighbour tothe Jewe,but to the 
Samaritane alſo, and to cuery man:and 
we cught to lone our neighbours enen 
as our ſelues. Therefoꝛe it is nat onelp 
the dutie ol a Jewe to deliuer 2 Jewe 
his owne countrep man, but alſo to de- 
liner euerie ſtraunger ( if he will ſulüll 
his dutie) out of the hande of his enemy. 
Neither let any man diſpute whether it 
be lawfull to defende an other, when as 
he iudgeth it lawfull to defend himſelfe, 
Nay, rather it is moze lawfull: foꝛ he 
is pꝛouoked to the defence of him ſclfe, 
either by anger 02 by reuenge , 02 by 
ſome other perturbation of his minde, 
ſo that in defending of him ſelfe, he dath 
many times go farther than he ought to 
do: but in aiding of his neighbour, it is 
onely charitie that moucth him, and in 
this aide and alliſtance, the moſt immo- 
derate man that 1s, can caſely obſerue a 
meane, Here in this point wee may 
learne of the very Ethnicks thẽ ſelues, 
what nature and common ſocietie re- 
quireth 
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quireth of vs. Foz (as Cicero ſaith) bes Cicero li. 
cauſe the natuce of all men is one, na» Oftic,ca,z 


ture herielſe doth p2eſcribe thus much 
vnto vs, that one man ſhould helpe an 
other whatſoeuer he bee, euen fo; this 
onelp cauſe, becauſe he is a man: if not, 
then take away from vs all ſocietie, all 
kellowſhip among men. Wo that as 
there be two foundations ok iuſtice, the 
one that we hurte no man, the other 
that we doe god to all: ſo there is alſo 
two kindes of iniuſtice, the one is to ofs 
fer iniurie, the other not to helpe him 
that is iniuried. Foz he which dealeth 
iniaitly with any ma, either being mo⸗ 
ued thereunto by anger, oz pꝛouoked by 
ſome other perturbation, he doeth as it 
were violently lape his cruell handes 
vpon his bꝛother: and hee alſa which 
doth not defende him it he can, is in as 
great a faulte, as if he ſhould fozſake 
bis parents, his friends, 02 his coũtrep. 
So that which the one doth, he doth it 
being moued with anger, which conti- 
nueth but a little ſpace , but that which 
the other doeth', he doeth it of an euill 
minde , which is a perpetuall tpzant 
within hum: and the ſudden furie of the 
LD 4 one 
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one may eaſely be excuſed, but the deter ⸗ 
minate counſell of the other is no wapt 
to be tolerated. But peraduenture thou 
wilt ſay, J doubt leaſt J ſhould by ay- 
ding the one, offer in iurie to the other: 
nay, rather thou goeſt about to couer 
thy vniuſtice vnder the couering of iu⸗ 
ſtice,foz if thou loke well into thy ſelfe, 
thou (halt finde that it is not iuſtice but 
ſome other trifling cauſe , which docth 
diſwade ther from doing thy dutie. Foz 
either thou wilt not purchaſe euill wil, 
oꝛ ſuſteine the labour, oꝛ beare the char- 
ges, 02 els thou art many times ſo de- 
teined, either with thine owne buſincs 
and affaires. oꝛ by ſloth, by negligence, 
by Cagaiſhneſſe, that many times thou 
ſuffereſt him to be fozſaken, whom thou 
ſhouldeſt haue pꝛeſerued. And ſo long 
as thou doeſt pꝛetende thine owne buſt- 
ncſſe, becauſe thou wouldeſt not ſeme 
to iniurie an other, thou falleſt into the 
other kinde of iniuſtice, foꝛ thou doeſt 
b:cake the comon ſocietie, becauſe thou 
doeſt not ſpende any of thy ſtudy,of thy 
labour, of thy riches , in defence of it. 
Theſe things haue the very Yeathen 
Philoſophers done, onely by the rule of 

policie, 
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Chriſtian Souldionrs, 
policie, which many Chziltians ſte not, 
being ruled by the rule of Chziſtianitie, 
Yereof riſeth the lawe among the Ro- 
mains, that if a mans neighbour ſe&ing 
him cruelly beating his ſeruant, do not 
ſ&ke to appeaſe him, hee is condemned 
by that lawe- Yereof riſeth the lawe a- 
mong the Egyptians, that if one man 
found an other in the hands of theeues, 
and did not deliuer him when he might, 
he was condemned to die: if he did de⸗ 
liner him, and pet bꝛought not the theefe 
befoze the Magiſtrate, he was beaten 
with whippes , and commanded to faſt 
thꝛee dayes, If theſe things were lo in 
pꝛiuate men refuſing their apde , moze 
lawful it is and requiſite in godly pꝛin⸗ 
ces to ſende their helpe, not to defende a 
ſeruant from his cruel maſter, oꝛ a child 
from his angrie father , but a whole 
kingdome againſt a tyzant, a whole 
countrey againſt the furie of one pꝛi⸗ 
nate man, and an oppꝛeſſed people a 
gainſt him, which is neuertheleſſe a 
common enemy , anda commo plague. 
So that if he neglece to doe it, doeth he 
not deſerue not onely as the other did, 
the puniſhment of a theefe , but rather 
ome 
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ſome tozmente innented for ſuch ky⸗ 
rants. Yerapon ſpeaketh Thucydides, 
that they are not onelp ty2ants which 
bꝛing mẽ into ſeruitude hut thoſe mach 
rather are tp2antes, which haue no re- 
garde to repꝛeſle the cruelty of tyꝛants: 
and eſpectaily thzſe which would bes 
called the defence ot; Gꝛeece and of their 
countrep, but refuſe to ayde their coun⸗ 
trep when it is oppꝛelled, theſe meu be 
tpꝛants. Foz as they do b. iolently gette 
(ach gouern nent, ſo thep are com- 
pelled to vſe violence in kœping of it: 
becauſe as Tyberius was want to (ap, 
Lupum auribus tenenc , thep holde a 
wolfe by the cares , which they can nat 
holde without violence, neither let gos 
without diunger. Zhyerefo2se to extin- 
guiſh one faulte by an other, they heape 
vp many together, and they are cons 
ſtrained to doe other men iniurie, leaſt 
they ſhould ſerme to be iniurious to the 
ſelues. But that pꝛince which ſtandeth 
idlely by, and beholdeth the wickednes 
ofa tyʒãt, and the ſlaughter of the inno⸗ 
tent, taking pleaſure in it as it were in 
a ſchole of fence , is woꝛſe then the ty- 
rant bim ſelfe, by howe much he which 
ſetteth 
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ſetteth the fencers fogether is wozſs 
than the one that layeth the other, and 
by howe much his offence is moze hey- 
nous which killeth a man foz his plea- 
ſure , than his which killed him in his 
owne defence, cither foz feareo2, of ne- 
teſſitie. But peraduenture you wil ſap, 
it is a faulte foꝛ a man to meddle with 
the affaires of others: the olde man 
Chremes in the Poet ſhall aunſwere, 
Homo ſum: humani nihil a me alienũ 
puto, am a man & therctoze J thinke 
whatſoever pertainethto a man, per- 
taineth to me. If it bee obiected which 
ſome ſape foz the cloaking of their bn- 
godlineſle , that God hath apointed li- bt 
mits and boundes to cuerie nation, and . is 
that we may not as it were thꝛuſt in 1 

our ſicle into their harueſt, neither is | 
my counſell to the contrarie, that vader © 
2etence of apde we ſhould inuade the 
countrey of an other nation,o2 chalenge 1 
their turiſdictto vnto vs, oꝛ conuey their 
parueſt into our floures: no2 as he did, "I: 
who beeing choſen arbiter in acauſe, Cice. 2,0 8 
iudged it vnto him ſelfe : but rather $ 
that we ſhould cut ſhoꝛt any pꝛince, ins 
uading the kingdome of Chziſt,any ty- 
rant 
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rant afflicting his own people, any king 
thꝛowing downe the pꝛops and ſtapes 
- of his common wealth. And this wer 
muſt per foꝛme in ſuch ſoꝛt, hauing re⸗ 
ſpect not to pꝛiuate commoditie, but to 
publike ſocietie, fo2 ſeing that iuſtice 
doeth wholy concerne others and not 
our ſelues, and iniuſtice our ſelues and 
not others, wee ſhall then deale iuſtly 
when we haue a ſpeciall care of the god 
and pꝛoſperitie ot others. Finally, if a 
2ince doe violently bzeake the bonds of 
pietie and iuſtice, an other pꝛince may 
taſtly and lawfully exceede his owne li⸗ 
mittes, not to inuade the others, but ta 
fozce him to be content with his owne. 
Ika pꝛince vſe tyzannie towards his 
people,. we ought to apde no leſſe, than if 
his ſubiectes ſhoulde raiſe (edition as 
gainſt him: and we muſt bee the moꝛe 
readier to do it, becauſe the wickedneſſe 
is moꝛe daungerous of manp then of 
one. Af Porſenna reduce pꝛoude Tar- 
quinius to Rome againe: much moze 
iuſtly map Conltantine be ſent foz by 
the people and Senate of Rome, to ex- 
pell Maxentius aty2ant out of the ct- 
tie. At the pzoucrbe ſay, Homo homini 
lupus, 
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lupus, that one is as a wolle to an other 

in crueltie, why may not one man (as 

the ame pꝛouer be hath) be Deus, a Go 

to another, foꝛ apde and defence. They 

did in olde time account ot Hercules as 

of a Cod, becauſe: he did vanquiſh and 

pull powne Procruſtes and Buſyris, 

and other tyꝛantes, which; were verie 

plagues of mankinde , and monſters. of Cicero 2. 

the whole wozld. Ho was the Empire offic. 

of Rome as long as it continued a fret 

Empire it was eſteemed as a common 

defente of the whole wozlde, againſt the 

miſchiete of t pꝛants, becauſe the Senats 

of Rome was a refuge to kings, ts peas. 

ple and nations in their calamities. So us 5: 
Conſtantine being ſent foz of the Ro« ' is 
mains againſt Maxentius the tpzantf, . bs 

the Captaine of his armie beeing God: 

bimſclte, whoſe expedition and pꝛepata⸗ 2 
| tion the whole Church did commende, 3 
ö when as notwithſtanding Maxentius * 
| had the ſame authozitie in the Weſt, / 
| which Conſtantine had in the Eaſt. 
Likewiſe Charles p great made warre 
| againſt the Longobardians, being ſtir⸗ 
red vp thereüto by the pꝛinces of Italie, 
| when as notwithllanding tbe W | 
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of Longobardia was already eſtablich⸗ 
ed, and Charles could chalenge no right 
oz title which he had in them. Likewiſe 
alſo when Charles the balde (Co called) 
king of Fraunce, had tyrannoullp put 
to death Lambert and lamætius, go- 
uernours of the countie, which lieth be- 
tweene the rivers of Sequana and Li- 
geris, and that the nobles of Fraunce 
did flie to Lewes king of the Germains, 
Charles his bzother , to craue ayde as 
gainſt Charles and his wicked mother 
Indith ; Lodouicke heard them moſt 
willingly in an honozable aſſemblie of 
the pꝛinces of Germanie, by whole c6- 
mon conſent it was decræd, that foz the 
reſtoꝛ ing of thoſe which were baniſhed 
by Caluus, there ſhould be open warre 
pꝛoclaimed againſt him. To conclude, 
as there haue beenc ty2ants ſoine in all 
places, ſo there are examples in all hi- 
ſtoziographers of pꝛinces which haue 
both reſilted the tyꝛants and defended 
the prople. The which eramples pun⸗ 
tes in theſe dapes ought to imi ateſ that 
they be not coutcd tyzants th mſelues) 
againſt thoſe which dcale tyꝛanndully 
with their people, with their _ 
it 
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with their ſouls, with þ comon wealth, 
with the church of Chziſt, To cötlude 
all in one Wo2be : plette commaunbeth 
bs to befende the lawe of Mod and the 
Church: tuflice cen maundeth vs to re- 
ftraine tpꝛants, and thoſe Which guer⸗ 
th:owe the common wealth: char iti 
commandeth vs to helpe the oppꝛeſſed & 
ſuch as ante in neede: thereſozg 
they which doe it not: take a⸗ 
wap ptetie , extinguiſh 
iuſtice,andmake no 
Account of cha⸗ 
ritte,
